“Men may come and men may go;” 
but the memories of the Macleod 
Jubilee, that commemorated the 50th 
Anniversary of the coming of the 
North West Mounted Police to the 
West, will live for ever. 

One short sentence describes the 
celebration—“It was a grand suc- 
cess”— there was not one action or 
scene that marred the program, from 
the time of the commencement of the 
wonderful pageant until the last 
waltz, was danced at 12 midnight on 
Thursday. With the exception of the 
sad death of Charlie King of Coal- 
dale, who was killed by a broncho, 
and whose death was purely accident- 
al, there were no serious accidents. 
The fatality cast a gloom over the 
proceedings as the deceased lad, was 
a great favorite, a plucky rider, and 
a fearless horseman, and he was one 
of those picked for the finals, but 
Fate ruled otherwise, it was not to be 
The sympathy of that huge con- 
course of people that assembled at 
the Stampede, goes out to the 
sorrowing relatives of Charlie King 
in their great loss and bereavment. 


A Wonderful Pageant 


The grand parade commenced at 
10 o’clock gn Tuesday morning as 
scheduled, a many thousands of 
people lined the streets to witness 
the wonderful spectacle. There were 
nearly five miles of scenery, as floats, 
decorated cars, old timers, mounties, 
Indians and other attractions passed 
along, and the spectators saw a 
ninety minute| parade of grandeur 
such as they pave never witnessed 
ver again,

paint and feathers were one of the 
big features of the parade. They 
were magnificient, and they depicted 
to life, the life of the Red Man from 
the early days to the present time, 
from the Dog Travois to the Big Six 
ear, According to the most fastid- 
ious of critics, they had no com- 
plaints to offer regarding the Indians. 
The oldest of oldtimers, the earliest 
of exMounted Policemen described 
the Indian parade as the finest ever 
put on, and they did not over esti- 
mete. The magnificent floats, the 
wonderful oldtime model productions. 
the handsome decorated cars, the 
merchant representative floats, the 
school floats, the red river carts, old- 
time wagons, early automobiles, old 
traders outfits, round-up outfits, 
everything seemed to fit in, and made 
the Macleod Jubilee Pageant the

Over 30,000 People 


The pessimistic individual who 
prognosticated the Jubilee crowd at 
about three or four thousand, must 
have been sadly disappointed, for on 


the first day over thirty thou- 
sand people were in Macleod, Over 
three thousand automobiles were 


here, thirteen hundred of which ar- 
rived from the East. Our neighbour 
City of LethBridge, came out trumps, 
and practically all Lethbridge was in 
Macleod on July 1st, also Pincher 
Creek seconded the efforts of Leth- 
bridge, and the Western 
centre turned out in full force to 
make the Jubilee a success, Macleod 
thanks them, and every Macleodite 
will bear in mind that wonderful 
word “Reciprocity.” Thousands of 
people stayed over for the three days, 
and thoroughly enjoyed the Indian 
and Cowboy procession each day, and 
the splendid stampede program. 
Visits Indian Village 

The Blood and Peigan Indians 
formed an Indian Village on 2nd 
Avenue and seventeen genuine tepees 
were erected in an enclosure, where 
the curiosity hunter ‘could obtain old 
fashioned and _ wonderful Indian 
curios, beadwork etc., where the 
tourists and visitor could witness the 
life of the Indian of the early days. 
In the evenings the village put on a 
real Indian dance and pow-wow, and 
the hundreds of people who attend- 
ed were invited to participate, and 
as one lady so aptly remarked “It’s 
worth the whole visit to the Jubilee, 
to say I’ve been able to have a real 
Indian dance, with a genuine Indian 
chief”. Many of the oldtimers took 
part in the dances and thoroughly en- 
joyed them, prominent amongst 
whom was Judge C. E, D, “Charlie” 
Wood, who was showing the young- 
timers how they did it in the early 
days, when he lived in Macleod in the 
'70’s and ’80’s. Before the Indians 
left Macleod, Shot Both Sides the 
Blood chief and Phillip Big Swan 
the Peigan Chief, both stated that 
they had been wonderfully treated 
by the Jubilee people and had thor- 
oughly enjoyed themselves, and 
would come again. 

Stampede Success 

The stampede and racing program 
held each afternoon was a great suc- 
cess, and the large crowds were 
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treated to thrills and excitment all 
the time. “Tex” Austin of Montana 
was awarded the championship in 
Broncho riding, but herhaps he was 
lucky in getting the horses, as other 
riders put up an equally hard battle, 
and showed an equal amount of re- 
source and skill in overcoming the 
outlaws of the plains, especially so 
that young Indian, Bruised Head who 
made a magnificent attempt when he 
rode Midnight the worst horse of the 
Stampede, a veritable Satan in the 
form of an equine. Jimmy Hunter is 
also to be commended in Stampede 
events. Ray Knight the veteran 
Stampede manager had to step 
down from his pedestal as champion ! 
roper, although he ran a close second, 
and gave the boys an awful close run 
for their money. The second prize 
in the bareback bucking horse was 
awarded to the late Charlie King, and 
there is very little doubt this brave

| The “Speejacks,” a little 98-foot 
motor yacht has accomplished the 
impossible.
